FOR GITY AVERAGE 
HIGH DURING YEAR 


All Conditions Considered, 
Upland Construction Is 
Up to Standard 








NATIONAL MARK IS LOW 


1929 Sees $175,578 Figuring 
in New Buildings; De- 
cember Adds $9100 





Considering conditions through- 
out the country, Upland’s building 
record during 1929 was above the 
average and is near the top among 
Southern California cities, it was 
revealed today. 

Fourteen permits were issued 
during December by the city up to 
late this afternoon the total cost 
of construction being $9100. Dur- 
ing the year 125 permits were is- 
sued and the 1929 building total 
was $175,578. 

Compared with 1928, the actual 
figures for this year are smaller 
by $100,000, but throughout the 
United States building activity has 
been behind last year from 35 to 
50 per cent. In Upland the 1929 
building figure is 36 below that of 
a year ago, as figured by Ted C. 
Combs, building inspector. 

Mr. Combs explained that a na- 
tional survey has revealed that 
nearly everywhere building pro- 
grams have been curtailed. So a 
comparison of decreases gives Up- 
land a high record, Mr. Combs 
said. 

Upland junior high school build- 
ing was constructed last year, 
boosting the 1928 total in one per- 
mit by $75,000. 

An outstanding step forward in 
local building circles was made this 
year when the uniform building 
code was applied to local condi- 
tions, according to Mr. Combs.

All Water Companies Asked 
to Unite in Cucamonga 
Basin Project 








AGREEMENT IS READY 





Sub-Committee Reports Last 
Night and Tentative 


Group Formed 





Seeking to bring about the unit- 
ed forces of the water companies 
in this district for the conservation 
of flood water and the replenishing 
of the underground water sources, 
the Cucamonga Basin Protective 
association is today a tentative or- 
ganization. If the agreements and 
bylaws are approved by the water 
companies, the organization will 
then become permanent and a com- 
prehensive program of water con- 
servation will follow. 

Headed by George G. Laidlaw, 
a sub-committee, which has been 
studying the matter for several 
weeks, reported at a meeting of 
the general committee in Alta 
Loma last night. Copies of the 
agreement and the bylaws will be 
sent to all the water company of- 
ficials and in a short time a gen- 
eral meeting will be held for dis- 
cussion of the situation. 

There are to be nine directors 
and the annual meeting of the or- 
ganization is to be April 1, provid- 
ing the association is formed as at 
present outlined. 

“It is deemed desirable to enter 
into some arrangement with the 
object of replenishing the under- 
ground water sources of the ter- 
ritory and protecting the waters 
therein contained from any un- 
lawful exportation and for pro-/| 


age,’ reads a clause in the tent- 
ative agreement as explaining the 
purpose of organizing. 

The territory referred to is what 
is commonly called the Cucamonga 
basin.

Upland Postmaster Points Out 
That Buying Stamps Else- 
where Is Burden 


| Practice of some local firms in 
\pbuying advertising material and 
| poxtage outside of Upland and 
imailing the material here is not 
restricted to Upland alone, L. N. 
Kirk, postmaster, said today. 

He received an article this mor- 
jning from Pasadena, which car- 
ried the report that a similar 
practice is being followed by some 
firms in that city. 

“Outlaw mail,” is the term ap- 
plied by the Pasadena postmaster, 
'W. F. Knight to the thousands of 
‘Netters and circulars ostensibly 
‘sent out by Pasadena firms, the 
jpostage of which is bought else- 
j;where,” reads the article 
; Mr. Knight says that “this de- 
‘plorable practice, chiefly of branch 
|houses,” is keeping the Pasadena 
| office out of the next higher class. 
; Mr. Knight said that the “outlaw 
imail,” runs as high as 35,000 to 
40,000 pieces a day. 

Under the provision of the law, 
postoffices are classified, and the 
funds for their operation are bas- 
ed on the postal receipts of each 
individual office, according to Mr. 
Kirk. The offices are required 
to depend on their own revenues 
in determining the amount of 
service it renders the community, 
he explained.
